Children who
grow up in an atmosphere of
hostility, infidelity and drunk-
enness suffer deep emotional
scars which cannot be erased
over night.

She may also need psychiatric
help. Ask your doctor ahout
the facilities available for dis-
turbed children. You could
save this girl from winding up
in a mental or penal institu-
tion, The rewards for your pa-
tience and understanding will
be enormous.
